ADMITS HE TOOK 
PARISH MONEY 


Fr. Milo Duchon Claims the 
Church Owed Him. 


HE IS AT M’KEESPORT, PA. 


DENIES ALL INTEREST IN MISS 
SOWINSKI. 


His Parishioners in the East Ack Him 
to Again Assume Charge—He 
Says He Will Sue the 
Bishop.

Just as was expected, the Rev. Father 
Duchon, who left his parish, Holy Trinity, 
two weeks ago, has turned up in McKees- 
port, Pa., his former home. So have the 
funds of the church, for he took them with 
him. 

Father Duchon’s leaving 
of at length a week ago. He had been in 
charge of Holy Trinity Church, the com- 
municants of which are Poles and Slavs, 
for some time and at first was very popu- 
lar. But the installation of Viola Sowin-

ski, young, dashing and pretty, in his flat, 
caused a cooling off of his congregations 
reeard. 

The father had lent the ¢hurch $2000, and 
when $1800 of the money 
rochial house came into his chargé and never 
left it, there was a well-defined suspicion 
that he had taken it to even up the ac- 
count. This grew to a certainty, despite h.s 
tales of robbery and loss. When he left 
between two days and it was confirmed, 
after he had fied, by his former housekeeper, 
whorfrankly ejimitted that he had gone 
back to his old parish in Pennsylvania and 
that he would send for her. 

Father Duchon did return to his former 
parish and he is there now. A representative 
of the Post-Dispatch talked with him there 
Wednesday. He freely gave an interview, 
covering the transactions in connection with 
which the charges were made here, and his 
statements differ very materially from those 
contained in the press heretofore. They are 
unique, but paradoxical. He said: 

“rbne statements contained in the papers 
of St. Louis were incorrect and place me in 
a false light before the public. I did not 
appropriate church property to my own 
use. siinply took what was rightly owing 
to me 1 will explain: 

“I lent the Holy Trinity congregation 
$2000 at 4 per cent interest for the church 
building. ater it was decided to bulld a 
parochial residence for me. I raised $1800 
for this purpose. Some time ago I received 
a call from the people of my former con- 
gregation to come to McKeesport and take 
charge of that church. The St. Louis church 
owed me $2000 with interest, money that | 
had lent for the church building. I wanted 
to come to McKeesport and I simply took 
the $1800 I had in my possession and came 
to McKeesport. . 

“I owe the St. Louis church nothing. In 
fact, the church still owes me money I 
lent it, besides interest and about $600 for 
my salary.’ 

During the course of the interview Father 
Duchon exhibited a check on the State 
Bank of St. Louis for $2000, lent for the 
perosnss of the church property in St. 

uis, also a written obligation of various 

ledging funds for the St. Louis 
church. In this obligation appears Father 
Duchon’s name in connection with a loan 
of $2000 to the church at 4 per cent. ; 

In regard to the lovemaking with his 
housekeeper, he emphatically denied the 
charge. He said he had not heard from 
her since he left St. Louis, but he denied 
having had any trouble with her. He de- 
clared he went to McKeesport at the call 
of the people of the Polish Church, who 
want him to take charge of their church, 
the same one he had charge of before he 
left for St. Louls. He was dismissed by 
Bishop Phelan from the McKeesport church 
when he moved to St. Louis. 

In regard to his dismissal Father Duchon 
saye he will enter an action against 
Bishop Phelan of the Pennsylvania diocése 
to recover damages for expulsion from the 
diocese without paying him his salary. A 
meeting of Father Duchon's friends among 
the parishioners of the McKeesport church 
was held Wednesday in that town, and 
about 400 persons were present, who pledged 
their support to Father Duchon in his effort 
to secure possession of the church and 
parish there. It_seems the majority of 
members of the Polish church there want 
Father J. T. Jascowltz removed and Father 
Duchon placed in charge, but Bishop Phelan 

s refused. 

g are "some odd things about this. 
In the first picae, it never developed that 
Father Duchon “‘lent’’ the church here any 
$2000 until he had raised nearly as much 
for the parochial house. He said nothing of 
reimbursing himself while here, even after 
the $1800 ahortage was diacovered, but as- 
serted that it was efther lost or stolen.

Work on New Buildings Will 
Probably Stop. 


A FIGHT FOR SHORTER HOURS. 


AROUT 400 MEN ARE OUT AND 
HOPE TO WIN. 


The Trades Assembly May Take Up 
the Fight and Call Out the Men 
in All the Allied Building 
Trades. 


All building operations in St. Louis will 
be stopped next week. 

The architectural ironworkers of the city 
are all on a strike. Work on all buildings 
in course of construction is thereby re- 
tarded. 

A meeting of the Trades and Labor As- 
sembly will be heid Sunday at Walhalla 
Hall, Tenth street and Franklin avenue, to 
take action on the situation. It is prac- 
tically certain that at that meeting the 
men in all he allied building trades will be 
called out in support of the architeciural 
ironworkers’ cemands. 

That will mean a complete cessation of 
building operations in the city. 

The architectural ironworkers are the 
men who make all of the ironwork used in 
modern buildings. They have had an or- 
ganization fo rsome time, but have been 
working 10 hours a day and have had no 
scale of wages, their compensation ranging 
from $1.50 to $2 a day. 

Six weeks ago the officers of the local 
union were directed by the national of- 
ficers to make a demand for eight hours 
and a‘fixed scale of W cents an hour, to 
go into effect June 1. 

The demand was mwnade on May 1. The 
proprietors were given a month’g notice. 
They refused to accede to the demands and 
on June 1 all of the men laid down their 
tools, j 

There are about 4 men; scattered through 
seven or eight shops, affected. 

Attempts have been made to fill the places 
of the strikers with only ‘partial..success. 
The Shurke foundry at Eleverth anid Wal- 
nut streets started up with new meén, but 
as soon as they learned that a strike was 
on they all went to the headquarters wf the . 
strikers’ committee at 604 Market street and 
jcined the union. About 3 men from 
Mesker Brothers’ foundry on Sixth sireet 
between Poplar and Spruce street, did the 
same thing. 

It was stated at the headquarters Thurs- 
day that several of the foundrymen were 
ready to confer with the strikers. 

Work on the large down town buildings 
in course of erection has already been 
seriously delayed through the refusal of 
the bridg« iron workers to, handle non- 
union material. Unless the strike is settled 
before Sunday the members of all allied 
building trades wil be ordered out by the 
Trades and Labor Council, and they will 
have to quit work. 

Louls Negele of the Trades and Labor 
Assembly says that the architectural iron 
workers have been the poorest paid crafts- 
men in St. Louis.

He Carried $200 in Cash and Was Rs-

Robert Arrowsmith, a bridegroom of three 
weeks, came to St. Louls from Bellevil® 
last Thursday with his 55-year-old daughter. 
He has not been seen since. He had $300 
on his person.

Arrowsmith is a tie contractor. Several 
months ago he came to the vicinity of Belle- 
ville from Ottawa, Ill. A camp was estab- 
lished beside the Air Line tracks on the 
bluffs and Arrowsmith employed a — 
number of men getting out ties for the 
electric roads. 

Arrowsmith was engaged to a Misa

Schmidt, was tn his employ. Less than @ 
month ago Arrowsmith went to Ottawa 
and married Miss Schmidt, and took her 
to live in a frame cottage which he had, 
erected near the camp. 

Arrowsmith had a little daughter of 5 
years by a former wife. She lived with 
them. Their relations were entirely har- 
monious and they say at the camp that Ar- 
rowsmith’s wife treated the child well.

SLEEPY BURKE” WILL TESTIFY 
AGAINST “RED CHRIS.” 


HE COMES FROM NEW YORK. 


Former Safe-Cracker Is Now Proprie- 
tor of a Hotel and a New 
York Museum. 


CHICAGO, June 8. — Alfred, alias 
“Sleepy,” Burke walked into Judge Gary's 
courtroom yesterday and took a seat fn 


from New York to be a witness for the 
State in the case of “Red Chris” Strook, 
charged with the robbery of Christopher 
Schrage, an aged miser, March 2% 1896, 
which resulted in charges of police com- 
plicity in the affair. An investigation fol- 
lowed and resulted in clearing the Police 


Department. Schrage was robbed of city, 
county and Government bonds of a total 
vaiue of $44,500 and $1000 in cash. 
Christopher Schrage died two years ago.

Burke is the most interesting figure in the 
courtroom. He was neatly attired in a 
dark suit ofclothes and tan shoes. He wore 
a white collar of fashionable size and a 
white necktie. The noted ex-safe-cracker 
and burglar has become fleshy during his 
two years’ residence in New York. He now 
wears a bionde mustache, which he curls 
and seems proud of, He still retains his 
drawl and the impediment in his speech. 

“I got in from New York last night,’’ said 
Burke to a reporter. “l am heer to testify 
against Strook. I promised when I went 
away that I'd come back and testify in the 
case if it ever came to trial, and here 1 am. 
l nave done fairly well in ‘New York, and 
I will return there. I have been running 
a museum at Coney Island of late, 

“In connection with the museum [ have 
managed a small hotel, and between the 
two 1 have been doing pretty well. The 
museum contains a large oil painting, rep- 
resenting “Bob’’ Ingersoll at the gate of 
hell.

In March, 189, the bridal couple went to 
Paris. French aristacracy at first was dis- 
inclined to receive the Countess. The 
Count planned a social campaign which 
eventually won,but at consHMerable cost to 
the Gould millions. 

In October, 1895, the Coitint and Countess 
purehased for 4,700,000 frames ($940,000) a site 
on the corner of the Avenwe du Bois de 
Boulogne and Avenue Malakoff for a red 
marble palace, to be a reproduction of the 
Petit Trainon, @nd with many of the ex- 
travagant embellishments of the Grand 
Trainon. 

Work on this palace has been repeatedly 
stopped, Paris newspapers declaring the 
income of the Countess’ unequal to the 
many strains put upon it by the Count’s 
extravagance. 

On July 2, 1896, an extraordinary fete was 
given by the Count and Countess to 3000 
French aristocrats on the grounds of their 
residence in the Cercle des Asacias on the 
Avenue du Bais de Boulogne. It was a 
modernized reproduction of the wonderful 
fete given to celebrate the marriage of 
Louis XIV. with Maria Theresa of Austria.

Congressman Pearce Insists That None 
But Republicans Be Allowed 
to Hold Places. 


Congressman Charles B. Pearce, in @ 
speech before the Merchants’ League Club, 
Wednesday nigMt, trampled upon Civil Serv- 
ice reform, threw all pretensions to the 
wind and shouted:

The principals tn the Fitzsimmons-Jeffries 
fight will enter the ring at Coney Island at 
sharp 9 o’clock Friday night. 

This means 8 o’clock 8t. Louis time. 

At sharp 9:30, or 8:30 St. Louis time, the 
fight will be commenced. 

George Siler will be the referee, Lou 
Housman timekeeper for Fitzsimmons and 
Al Smith timekeeper for Jeffries. 

There Will be mo curtain raiser whatever 
and there will be nothing in the way of 
pulling off the big fight on time. 

Should it happén that one of the princi- 
pals in the main contest should defeat 
the other in a round or two another bout 
will be put on in @ hurry, so that the spec- 


tators may be provided with some sort of 
an entertainment: 


One can. hardly imagine there are suth 
fools in the world as Billy Delaney, who 
is training Jeffries. He says that in his 
opinion the battle will be a repetition of the 
Corbett-Sullivan affair, when the former 
won the championship. Delaney trained 
Corbett to fight John L., and believes he 
has another champion in the boiler maker. 

Now every sane man knows that Fitz- 
simmons as he stands to-day cannot be 
compared to the Bullivan who fought Cor- 
bett. Sullivan when he met Corbett was 
big and fat as a porpoise, rum-soaked ana 
in no condition fer a real fight. 

Fitzs:mmons, on the other Reatt has led 
a sober and temperate iife, and ts in ds 
good condition and forn as ever. If De- 
laney expects to meet with another broken- 
down pugilist such as he met in Sullivan at 
New Orleans he will be badly fooled, and 
the chances of hts man coming out at the 
little end of the horn wil) be excellent. 


As a matter of fact until the past few 
days. no one in the pugilistic swim looked 
-“ +-"~" chances seriously. 

t is only a year ago last month since 
he faced Tom Gharkey at San Francisco 
and two years this July since he met Gus 
Ruhlin. He was unable to finish either ony 
of them in the 2-round limit. That does 
not speak very well for his hard hitting 
powers. If he has improved enough in a 
year to defeat Fitzsimmons as easily as 
his second, Mr. Delaney, says he will, then 
he is indeed a wonder and unlike any other 
pugilist we have ever seen. 

As for Fitzsimmons’ condition, he says: 

“| am better as I stand than I have ever 
been ‘before in my life. I wish I had my 
lion again.”’ 

As he stands Fitz is the biggest looking 
158-pound man that ever stood in shoe 
leather. Nobody but Martin Julian has 
seen him wetghed, but there is no reason 
to doubt the assertion of the champion that 
ne will enter the ring at the middleweight 

mit. 

To a pugilistic expert it is marvelous how 
this tall, lank chap wins his battles. In 
sparring with his partners he generally 
winds up with a bruised nose or lips. ItAs 
that fact that makes him so deceptive. 

He will take a punch for the sake of giv- 
ing one in return. Hundreds of persons 
have prophesied the Australian's defeat 
time after time, merely from the fact that 
he has an easy jaw to land on. But the tall 
fellow has a way of gluing his 
shoulder and dividing the force o 
in a way that is very deceptive.

When two big and scientific men enter the 
ring and they are at all evenly matched, 
luck and a chance blow play prominent 
parts. Fitzsimmons, who is always watch- 
ing for the opportunity to land this chance 


‘blow, has the advantage there, but even at 


that Jeffries may score first. 

Good judges, ike Mike Donovan, say Jef- 
fries is in magnificent ay very strong 
and very clever. He says effries is going 
to fight close from the start and that if 
he gets a chance at Fitz early in the game 
he will take advantage of it, regardless of 
gate receipts and the camera contract. In 
his own mind Jeff believes that Fitz will do 
the game thing. For that reason it is not 
believed the fight will be a long drawn out 
battle. and a general tmpression prevails 
that it wil not last 0 rounds. 

The opinion of other pogilists as to the 
probable outcome of the battle amount to 
little. for the reason that they are always 
colored with prejudice. Take the Corbett- 
Sullivan fight at New Orleans, the whole 
yugilistic fraternity. with perhaps half a 
Renee exceptions, although knowing of Sul- 
livan’s poor condition, bet their money on 
him and lost it without a murmur. 

So what these pugilistic prophets say ou 
little figure. . 


Tommy Ryan, who has been teaching 
Jeffries the fine points of boxing, and who 
ie therefore expected to crow for that side, 
says: 

“I believe from the bottom of my heart 
tha ‘Jim’ Jeffries will beat Fits, and I base 
this calculation om my Knowledge of Jeff's 
«kill and enduraance that I have witneased 
every day for the past six weeks. Never 
have | seen a man improve and catch the 
fine pointa of his business so readily as 
‘Jim’ Jeffries. On the road and in the 
arena he ts equally effective, and does his 
work with conscientious regard to the re- 
quirements of the big contest before him. 

“I will say this muioh further, that if 
‘Jim’ Jeffries cannot whip Fitz now he can 
never do so, because he will never again to 
my thinking reach the state of physical 
perfection to which he nas attained since 
he began training for this fight.

Fourth District at a general term meeting 
Friday morning. They were. so closely be- 
sieged Thursday morning by politicians ani 
pie seekers, makirg recommendations, and 
filing applications for the appointment, that 
they had little time for the discharge of 
their official duties. 

The seven courtrooms and the corridors at 
the Courthouse were crowded with warud- 
workers and whenever one of the dignified 
Judges happened to be momentarily disen- 
gaged he was eagerly pounced upon by a 
motley crew, who solicited his support for 
the various candidates. 

One of the Judges declared, after he had 
passed through the general assault, that 
it was the general sentiment of his col- 
leagues that the appointment should have 
been made before the pcliticians learned 
their intentions. 

“We had. no idea that the working force 
of the City Hall would make a combined 
attack upon us or we would have kept the 
fact that we intended to make the appoint- 
ment a closely-guarded secret,”’ said he. 

There are 15 applicants for the appoint- 
ment, but only four have large followings. 
They are Bigmund L. Kramer, who was 
ousted from -the office last week by the 
Supreme Court under the Mayor's appoint- 


ment, ex-Senator Benjamin J. Klene, 
George B. Sidener, whom the City Council 
refused to confirm as Judge of the Second 
District Police Court, and Col. John Mce- 
Fall, an old time politician. One of these 
will undoubtedly be appointed. 

The euccessful applicant will probably be 
Kramer. He is a personal friend of a 
majority of the judges who will participate 
in the appointment. He was also unani- 
mousiy nominated for the office by his 
party last fall, and has spent a large sum 
of money in defending his right to the 
office in the St. Louls Court of Appeals 
and the Supreme Court. The judges argue 
that if anybody is entitled to eat afficial 
ple in this case, Kramer has first call. 

Another argument which inclines the 
judges to Kramer is that he is willing to 
spend his money freely in any legal cone 
test that may arise from the appointment. 
They admit that the appointee will have a 
costly law suit to defend, They say that a 
roceediig by quo warranto will certainly 
e instituted against him by the Attorney- 
General and that it will cost at least $1000 
to fight it. Kramer, they claim, is willing 
and able to stand this expense, without 
asking aid from the party organizations, 
whatever the result of the suit may be. 

“We don’t want to act contrary to an ex- 
ress ruling of the Supreme Court, which 
s our superior 6nd fina! arbiter, but there 
is a probability that we will Go «o, if we 
rake this appointment.” said one of them. 
‘However, the act of 1891 expressly makes 
it our duty to act in this case, and, while 
the decision in the Kramer case may, DY 
analogy, indicate that the Supreme Court 
will also declare that act unconstittufonal 
upon a test, we are bound by the law en- 
acted by the Legislature end approved by 
the Governor. 

“It is not our province to pass upon the 
constitutionality of legislative enactments. 
All we can do is to conform to them, 
leaving constitutional questions to the Su- 
perior Court. .When we appoint a justice 
of the peace for the Fourth District, we 
shall do our duty as we see it under the 

rovisions of the statute. We cai not £0 
arther than that.
